‘ Had Ownet 

Childers was sent to his doom, pre- 
aumably at the hands of a ring 
equad, in the Portobello barracks 
here at seven o'clock this morning. 
after conviction by epurt martial of 
having . without proper au- 
thority; an automatic pistol, in viola- 
tion of the order of the constituted 
government, 

In government circles it was de- 
clared, when the jdea was broached 
that the execution of Childers might 
make the internecine strife wilder. 
that the Irregulars already had 
shown a disposition to do all the 
harm possible and that they could do 
no worse, 

Beven of the eight men who, with 
Childers, were principals of the hab- 
eas corpus proceedings, have been 
eentenced to terms ranging from 
five years penal servitude to twelve 
months imprisonment., The cighth 
man was found guilty. The names of 
these men have never been made 
public, . 

Always Very Extreme 

Nearly fifteen years ago Childers 
made an exhaustive study of Irish 
conditions end thought out home 


adva 
and when dominion home rule was 
recommended he advocated a more 
extreme form of this tule than urged 
in Ireland. 

His book, “The Frame Work of 
Home Rule” has been recognised as 
a very able work. He is aaid by some 
persons to have written it to stiffen 
the claims of 
ireland. 

It hag been customary among Re- 
publicans to credit Childers, through 
a gun-running coup at Howth, in 
July 1914, with having aade the 
Easter Rebellion possible; but at that 
time he still was in the British house, 
where he remained unti] the Irisn 
convention of 1918.

AUTO ENGINE 
GOOD FOR THE 
FARM SHOP 


The utilization of old touring-car 
engines may be of interest to country 
agricultural work-shops, .epair shops 
and for grinding and crushing grain, 
in cider factories, for pumping water, 
ete,, according to an article in the 
International Review of tho Sclence 
und Practice of Agriculture. 

It is preferable to remove the en- 
sine from the chassis, says the article 
and bed it on a suitable frame resem- 
bling that used as a bed for test'ng | 
engines in a motor works.

John Philip Sousa has been com- 
menting upon present-day conditions 
as affecting military bands, and much 
that he states is of considerable in- 
terest. Everyone interested in musi- 
cal affaire is aware of the fact that, 
according to commonly accepted 
standards, orchestral music is desig- 
nated as “high-brow” and band music 
as “low-brow’ music. Mr. Sousa 
@eems to have taken a similar atti- 
tude in connection with this subject 
by expressing himself in part as fol- 
lows: 

“The traditions of the symphony 
orchestra may be defined, in a sense, 
as the obligation ‘to keep its skirts 
below the ankle’; the category of the 
concert band, which has no tradition, 
is to run more to the ‘bobbed-hair 
and short-skirted’ flapperism in mu- 
sic. 

“The repertoire of the concert band 
has kept pace with that of the eym- 
phony orchestra, with this exception,” 
said Mr. Sousa, ‘ghe concert band has 
become more eclectic. It has cover- 
ed a wider range of music than the 
orchestra and, except in a very few 
cases, has paid no attention to the 
symphonic compositions of the great 
masters, because the wise conductor 
of concert bands realizes that these 
productione of the masters were writ- 
ten for specific purposes—the string- 
ed instruments of the symphony or- 
chestra—and -should never be tam- 
pered with for the concert bands.” 

Regarding the modern composi- 
tions, Mr. Sousa thought the reper- 
toire of the modern concert band

London, Nov, 24—(Canadian Press 
Cable)—Great Britain stands by the 
Washington treaty whatever France 
does, That is the statement of official 
quarters here reflecting both the ad- 
miralty and cabinet opinion. 
same Officials believe that the state- 
ment ascribed to George Leygues, 
chairman of the foreign affairs com- 
mitte of the chamber of deputies, min 
ister of marine in the Clemenceau cab 


inet, and himself an ex-premier of 


France, that France will not ratify 
the treaty is a serious mistake in pol- 
icy. But in view of the delicacy of 
Britain's relationship with France, 
now apparently improving, it is not 
likely that London wil] attempt to 
exercise any influence on Paris. 
Well-informed persons in diplo- 
matic quarters here profess to be- 
eve that Leygues’ statement fits in 
with Clemenceau's campaign to bring 
the United States to the point of be- 
lieving that she has deserted France 
and that France must manage her 
own protection at whatever cost. 
The corresponucuis informant, a 
diplomat who has had experince on 
both sides of the Atlantic andon both 
sides of the channel, believes that the 
French tactics are erroneous. 
“France,” he said, “wants above 
everything to get something like 
Woodrow Wilson's tri-partite agree-

being in possession, without proper authority, of an automatic pistol 
when apprehended by natinal army forces, Nov. 10, at Annamoe 
house, county Wicklow. The ‘accused, the report adds, was found 
guilty and sentenced to death, and the finding and sentence being 
duly confirmed, the execution was carried out this morning.

Mr. Smith took exception to the 
magistrate'’s remarks and said that he 
was apparently under a misconcep- 
tion as to the woma.. etate of mind.

“ané@ your worship should take into 
consideration the great nervous strain 
under which ehe is suffering.”

Acquaintance with Details Often 
Means Big Saving on Cost of 
Various Repairs 


Every owner of an automobile fe 
imerested not so much in knowing 
how to do big repair fobs as in 
knowing how they might he done. 
The average owner would not know 
how to refit engine bearings even if 
he knew every step in the work, but 
the owner should acquaint himeelf 
with the details of the work and 
what dangers creep in if the work 
fe done by an incompetent mechanic, 

Auto Engine " 
The bearings of every automobile 


engine in the country are made of 
babbit, a eoft metal that ie some- 
thing like solder. There aro many 


Conditiona which in time cause thie 
comperatively suft metal to become 
worn. Lask of lubrication will molt 
uch bearings in a short time, In- 
sufficient lubrication will cut the 
bearings and tho shaft in time, Dirty 
oll will cause the cutting and rapid 
weer, Poor oll or the wrong oll 
“body” will cause rapid wear, When 
the engine is new the dearings are 
tight, and all tight bearings muat 
wear intoa fit. They will not wear 
In properly unless the engine ta driven 
slowly 20 miles an hour and under, 
Fast driving may burn a tight 
bearing, as such a bearing gets very 
hot, and there is not enough oil on 
ita eurface to carry off the heat. That 
ls why new cara and overhauled en- 
Gines aro given an oxtra quart of oll 
—o that the bearings and other parta 
willbe eure ‘o get a good supply. 
In fitting either main or connect- 
ing rod bearings that are badly worn 
It is almost impossible to do the job 
right with the crankshaft in the en- 
gine, A alight “take-up” for alight 
wear may be acccmpliahed without 
doing any harm. but when the bear- 
inga are so badly worn that they 
pound or kock the work should be 
done right or trouble will come later 
en. 
In fitting m@jn bearings, for exam- 
ple, the shim spacer between t he 
bearing halves must be reduced in 
thickness to bring the halves closed. 
Tho bearing ta not round when corn, 


therefore when the shim is roduced 
In thickness only certain parte «ft 
bearing touch the crankshaft jour- 


nals, 
“High Spots.” 

Those parte that touch are called 
high epots. If the bearinga were 
simply tightened they would run 
only on the high spots, which con- 
stitute only a part of the bearing 
eurtace. In the firet place, the moat 
esential operation in fiting main 
bearings ie to get them absolutely tn 
alignment, and that is dono in the 
shop with a line reamer which reama 
the bearings out and aligna them in 
one operation, Other togls aro em- 
ployed to get the same result, After 
the reaming the bearings must be 
fitted to tho shaft, Some shops em- 
ploy the method to fitting tho bear- 
ings tightly and then “running them 
on” that fs, operating the shaft un- 
til the bearings have been worn 
down somewhat and are freo.
